In this group fall the camps or 
summer homes maintained by the 
settlements, recreational houses, 
religious and social jnstitutions. 

An estimated 85, children 
are sent yearly to these outlets. 
About 126 agencies are involved 
in taking these youngsters off city 
streets, Of the city’s most needy, 
children on Welfare Department 
rolls, some 3,000 away. They 
are included in 85,000.

Meeting Addressed by Randolph

U.S. Foots Bill 
At Strike-bound — 


‘TEXAS CITY, -Tex.; July 138 
(FP). — American taxpayers are 
\footing the bill for a foreign-oper- 
ated tin plant here which is trying 
to break a strike by the Oil Work- 
ers International Union. | 

The plant is owned by the Re- 
construction Finance Corp. but is 


jbeing operated by the Holland- 


owned Tin Processing Corp. on a 
cost-plus. basis. 

Employes of the company, rep- 
resented by OWIU Local 449, 
have been on strike since June 2— 
and. the U. S. government con- 
tinues to pay. the expenses of this 
foreign-owned firm even though 
the company is not producing an 
ounce of tin. 

The dispute dates back to Oct. 
1, 1951, wheri the employes served 
notice they wished to negotiate 
for pay increases under the terms 
of a wage reopener clause in the 
contract. After several weeks,
